CENSORSHIP AND OTHER THINGS 


The TIeraM-Dispatch, of Huntmgton, is opposed to a legislative 


p.tft providing for a board of censors on moving pictures. The rea- 
sons it sets forth in maintaihancc of its position are partisan and pre- 
posifTOus. 
In the first place it insists the 'board-will be solely 


political in" its composition and therefore totally unfitted for the job 
—the Rcrald "is. Republican and the -board, if created, will be ap- 
pointed by a Democratic.governor. Going further in this direc- 
tion it holds in no event would the quality of exhihits.be improved 
by any censorship and then belies this by saying there ought to 'be 
;i federal board to pass on. plays and pictures'intended.1;for" public 
presentaiion. Its claim though that all such entertainments should 
be left io the public conscience to work .out.their reformation and 
exaltation is a preposterous assertion. The public conscience does 
not approve of robbery and murder, but there are robberies and 
murders. There would be no end of .them if.there were not regula- 
tion in the shape of laws that makes,for accountability and.punish- 
mi.'nt. iY.blic conscience is well meaning enough, as rule, but it is 
j.rojie ft- inactivity and is too often tmaggressive. It is toq easily 
Mpceptihle to corruption. No one of observation will deny that 
many bad plays and more worse pictures have done much to, weaken 
the cominon standard of morality. "Well may. it be doubted if any 
other .factors have worked to such general .demoralization. ^If there 
has been notable improvement in the standard of^" movies "'as the 
Herald-Dispatch sees it is because'boards of censors have.done their 
work much better than tlie Herald-Dispatch apprehends.- It is true 
\Vest Virginia hasn't such a board, but most other states have and 
*\ic is getting the results of their laws and service. 


THINGS WE DO NOT BELIEVE 


We arc in the newspaper business ourselves. One cardinal prin- 


ciple tvc have ever tried to hold to-and have succeeded in so far as 
our in format ion and belief has gone, where the. news was directly 
;,ruler f-mitrol, was to tell the truth and nothing but the truth. Some-; 
times, though, items not gathered by the local .staff get through 
that we <.iu not believe to 'be a fact and yet there is no means at hand 
to dispute their accuracy. 


Let us offer some illustrations. Not long since it was played 


up rather fctroug that there had been a riot in Juarez,. Mexico, be- 
caus';1 her women, who worked in El Paso were refused permission 
to cross Lo the American side, because they declined to take a bath. 
Now thai was true, but it wasn't the whole truth. Standing in the 
jiakcd relation it carried the impression that these women were 
dirty mid foul physically and they revolted against cleanliness and; 
ordinary sanitary1 acts. Yet, their objection proceeded from no such, 
itepravity. The bath they were called upon to take was not of water, 
Init oL' vapor and was aji unusual and disagreea'ble regulation, adopt- 
ed as ii rather excessive precaution against the spread of a threaten- 
ed contagion. It is to be admitted the Mexicans art) not up on these 
new-fangled health inventions and so why shouldn't they resent. 
Iii this country with its smartest people on earth, we 
generally 


treat health regulations with contempt-and it is not unknown that, 
escapes have been made against disease quarantines and there has, 
linen more than one violent uproar against well nigh universally 
admitted preventive of the smallpox scourge, vaccination. This is, 
however, lather beside the fact that the whole truth was not toldr 
in the account and so it Was tantamount to a falsehood. 


Another instance is right now under our eye. It is the relation 


ilia! a New York judge fined a man and scut him to jail because 
be would not support his family.

and 


enpicnt judgment. But the account goes on to state-tins sentence 
was imposed in the face of the showing that the alleged delinquent 
hud a wife and cle/cn. children and contributed every cent of his 
earnings to their support, but his wages were only ten dollars a , 
week.

Ambassador Gerard was still in Berlin, is regarded with suspicion 
by these officials. The move is frankly viewed as an attempt to 
forestall action by President Wilson until Germany can make snch 
disposition of her submarines as will enable* her best to strike at 
America in case of war. 


The maneuver having- failed, it is no surprise to American offi- 


cials to hear that Germany has now repudiated the efforts of th« 
Swiss minister.

TKe suggestion for negotiations is regarded solely as having 


been an expedient to gain time while the German-financed peace 
movement in America could get into action. 


"While this time was gained, Germany counts on trying her 


submarine warfare for a few weeks. If it is unsuccessful, she will 
be able to say to President Wilson, "we will stop, if you will 
make peace."

The amendment re- 
quires the legislature to im- 
pose a tax on inheritances for 
old age pensions. If more is 
needed than is feasible to 
raise in that way property 
may be classified and a spe- 
cial tax levy for old age pen- 
sions imposed • according to 
law.

For ei 
ample, .one of the organization 
found a needy family and not be 
ing able to supply the immediat 
need, this organization throug 
the paper sent out an appeal fo 
assistance from the public. Th 
people have 
already generous! 


responded this year and no'on 
can blame the public for wonde- 
ing why another appeal for relie 
was neressary so' soon. One o 
the six departments of the Burea 
of Community Service is a relie 
department. This department ha 
given .immediate relief to ever, 
ease referred to it without losini 
any time with red tape. If we 
had a clearing house system the 
organization needing help couli 
have received that help from ou 
relief department without delay 
In like manner some, day th. 
bureau might 
be in a pnsitioi 


where it would need to get the 
co-operation of another, organiza 
tion or. individual. 
This woulc 


all be possible if we could 
upon a clearing house and 11 con- 
fidential exchange.

asked why we had not helped a 
certain family. 
"With' much re- 


gret we confessed that we .were 
not mind-readers and since no 01; 
had reported the family we kne 
nothing about it. The bureau is 
in a position now to operate a 
clearing house of information if 
the organizations and individuals 
iloing relief work will only use 
it."

Going further in this direc- 
tion'it holds in no event would the quality of exhibits be improved 
by,any censorship and then belies this by saying there ought to be 
a federal board to pass pn plays and pictures intended for public, 
presentation- Its claim though that all such entertainments should 
be-left to the public conscience to -nork out their reformation and 
exaltation is a preposterous assertion. The public conscience does 
not approve of,robbery and murder, but there are robberies and 
murders. There) would be no end of them if there were not regula- 
tion in the shape of laws that makes far accountability and punish- 
ment. Public conscience is ivcll meaning enough, as rule, but it is 
prone to inactivity and is too often unaggressive. It is too easily 
F.ifceptible to corruption. No one of observation will deny that 
many bad plays and more worse picture? have done much to weaken 
the common standard of morality. Well may it be doubted if any 
other factors have worked to such general demoralization. If there 
ha's been potable improvement in the standard of "movies" as the 
Herald-Dispatch sees it is because boards of censors have done-their 
•work much better than the Herald-Dispatch apprehends. It is true 
West Virginia hasn't such a board, but most other-states have and 
she is getting the results of their laws and service.

We are in the newspaper business ourselves. One cardinal prin- 


ciple we have ever tried to hold to and have succeeded in so far as 
oar information and belief has gone, where the news was directly 
ander control, was to tell the truth and nothing but the truth. Some- 
times, though, items not gathered by the local staff get through 
thafwe do not believe to be a fact and yet there is no means at hand 
to dispute their accuracy. 


Let m offer some illustrations. Not long since it was played 


up rather strong that there had been a not in Juarez, Mexico, be- 
cause her women, who worked in El Paso were refused permission 
to cross to the American side, because they declined to take a bath. 
Now that \vas true, but it -wasn't the whole truth. Standing iu the 
'naked relation it:'carried:the impression that these women were 
dirty and foul physically and they revolted against cleanliness and 
ordinary sanitary acts. Yet, their objection proceeded from no such 
depravity. The bath they were called upon to take was not of water, 
•but of vapor and was an unusual and disagreeable regulation, adopt- 
ed as a rather excessive precaution against the spread of a threaten- 
ed contagion. It is to be admitted the Mexicans are not up on these 
new-fangled health inventions and so why shouldn't they resent. 
In this country with its smartest people on earth, we 
generally 


treat health regulations with contempt and it is not unknown that 
escapes have been made against disease quarantines and there has 
'heen more than one violeut uproar against well nigh universally 
admitted preventive of the smallpox scourge, vaccination. This is, 
however, rather beside the fact that the whole truth was not told 
in the account and so it was tantamount to a falsehood. 


Another instance is right now under our eye. It is the relation
